Tuesday he turns to the top 
target in his quest for the nom­ 
ination: New Hampshire. Cold­ 
water plans to spend three days 
there,

for 
votes in the March IO presiden­ 
tial primary, the nation’s first 
of 1961. 
Coldwater got in a dig Sun­ 
day night at his only announced 
rival for the nomination. New 
York Gov. Nelson A. Rockefel­ 
ler.

Coldwater also took a crack

front.” the senator said. “The 
neon lights are blinking and the 
tilt balls are rolling, but he is 
not an economizer.” 
Coldwater, one of 19 senators 
who voted against 
ratification 
of the treaty that outlaws nu­ 
clear tests in the atmosphere, 
under 
water 
and 
in 
outer 
space, said in the NBC television 
interview program 
“Meet 
the 
P ress” that his vote on the test 
ban was sound. 
“ I still think it is of no ad­ 
vantage to the United Staees,” 
he said. “ ...The treaty had more 
accrual of good to the Soviets 
than it did to the U n i t e d 
States...” 
“ But if you were President 
and you were able to renounce 
the treaty, would you do it?” he 
was asked. 
“ I'd Renounce It” 
“ If it appeared to be to our 
advantage to test in the atmos­ 
phere, yes, I would do it,” he 
said. 
Despite his stand on the trea­ 
ty, Coldwater said he would not 
close the door on disarmament 
negotiations with the Soviet Un­ 
ion.

Charges Me-Tooism 
Coldwater announced his can­ 
didacy Friday and opened his 
campaign by saying Rockefel­ 
ler’s views sound more like a 
Democratic platform than 
Re­ 
publican philosophy. 
Coldwater, 
chief spokesman 
for COP conservatives, said no 
other Republican candidate — 
meaning Rockefeller—could of­ 
fer voters a genuine alternative 1 
to the Democratic 
administra­ 
tion of President Johnson. 
Rockefeller, who resumed his 
campaign in the New Hampshire 
presidential preference primary 
over the weekend, told a news 
conference in Concord: “ I don’t 
think

that was just a political state­ 
ment on his part.”

Tuesday. 
Rockefeller Strategy 
His assertion that Rockefeller 
espouses a New Frontier philos­ 
ophy could become an issue in 
New Hampshire, where Republi­ 
can ranks include a substantial 
bloc of conservatives. 
Rockefeller knows his reputa­ 
tion as a liberal could be trou­ 
blesome in New Hampshire. His

Pope 
Paul VI appealed to world lead­ 
ers today to keep peace in the

and

Packing history into tho last 
day of his three-day pilgramagc 
of peace to the Holy Land, the 
supreme pontiff of 550 million 
Roman 
Catholics returned 
to 
Jerusalem 
to 
join 
Patriarch 
Athenagoras I, spiritual loader 
of world orthodoxy, in praying 
that their meetings will be a 
“ prelude of things to come for 
the glory of God.” 
Flies Home 
These were the final high­ 
lights of the Pope’s unprece­ 
dented visit to the Holy Land, 
for then he drove to Amman, 
the Jordan 
capital, 
and 
flew 
back home. 
As his historic three-dav pil­ 
grimage 
in 
the 
Holy 
Land 
neared its end, the 66-year-old 
pontiff issued greetings of good 
will to all men—Christian and 
I non-believer. 
Departing 
from 
his prepared text, he called on 
the world’s chiefs of state to 
press for peace. 
The Pope urged Roman Cath­ 
olics to do all they can to re­ 
vitalize 
their 
Church 
in 
the 
quest for unity and appealed to 
non-Catholic Christians to join in 
the cause. 
“Today the will of Christ Is 
pressing upon us and obliging 
us In do all that we can. with 
love and wisdom, to bring to all 
Christians the supreme blessing 
and honor of a united church,” 
he said. 
Road To Bethlehem 
Tile Pope journeyed the wind­ 
ing 
road 
from 
Jerusalem 
to 
Bethlehem on 
the F e a s t of 
Epiphany, commemorating 
the 
visit of the three Wise Men to 
the manger and the first m ani­ 
festation of Christ to the Gen­ 
tiles. Pope Paul was the first 
Roman pontiff known 
to have 
visited the spot of the Nativity. 
Thousands thronged the town 
of Christ’s birth for the jx>n- 
tiff’s historic visit and for Or­ 
thodox Christmas Eve services 
starting three hours 
after 
the 
Pope's 
visit. 
But 
Jordanian 
troops and jxdice took extraor­ 
dinary precautions 
to prevent
